The Agency has reviewed your request to amend the subject product registration which includes the following changes to
the product label:

Add to the label “For Home Garden Use Only”

Revise Warranty Statement in accordance with the Label Review Manual
Revise the Environmental Hazards Statement

Add container handling statements for large containers.

The amendment referred to above, submitted in connection with registration under FIFRA section 3(c)(5) is acceptable
provided that you:

1. Submit and/or cite all data required for registration of your f)roduct under FIFRA section 3(c)(5) when the Agency
requires all registrants of similar products to submit such data.

2. Before sale and distribution, ensure that the correct establishment number appears on the label or the immediate
container in accordance with 40 CFR 156.10(f).
